Betters Mark by
1/10 Second

The high school world mile
record held by Louis Zamper-
ini, famous distancé’ runner
from Torrance High School,
was bettered last Saturday by
an Indiana High School boy,
Zamperini’s mark of 4:21.2 was

whittled down seven-ténths of a
second to 4:20.5 by John Stayton
of Anderson High School in In-
diana.

Strayton takcq from Zamperini
the world record for the Nation-
al Outdoor High School Inter-
scholastic ‘Mile Run which the
local runner set in 1934. His
mark ~was not officially recog-
nized, however, until 1945,

During the 11 years between
the «time it was recognized the
title passed to Les McMitchell
who ran the distance in 4:23.6
in*1938. However, when: Zamper-
ini’s mark was made official Mc-
Mitchell's time was outlawed as
being a claim for the world title.
The local youth is now credited
with holding the mark from 1934
until last Saturday.

Zamperini still holds the Na-
tional Collegiate Athletic Associ-
ation record for the mile which
he set in June of 1938 with a
time of 4:08.3 at Minneapolis.
